soon as Parliament resumes

The first day of the 2009-10 
school year means that 
Halifax area parents no 
longer have to pay to have 
their children supervised 
over the lunch hour, and 
the city’s school board 
says its ready to make the 
switch. 

In fall 2007, former Educa¬ 
tion Minister Karen Casey 
mandated that all school 
boards will have to provide 
the service for free starting 
this September, after some 
parents started protesting 
the $200 annual fee for the 
Excel child-care program. 

Until now, the school 
board has only provided 
free noontime supervision 
for bused students, students 
who need to be at a certain 
school because of a specific 
program and students who 
were deemed not to have 
enough time to walk home 
and back. 

“We expect that, when 
schools open (today), that all 
students who wish to stay 
for lunch will be able to stay 
for lunch and they will be 
supervised,” Halifax Region¬ 
al School Board spokesman 
Doug Hadley said. 

But it comes at a cost. 

Hadley said the ratio of 
lunch monitors to students 
“may rise” in some schools, 
adding the board antici¬ 
pates spending $1.8 million 
to pay for the supervision, 
up about $600,000 from the 
2008-09 school year. 

School board superin¬ 
tendent Carole Olsen has 
cautioned in the past that 
universal lunch supervision 
could take valuable re¬ 
sources out of Halifax area 
classrooms. 

Hadley added yesterday

He said the board is “con¬ 
fident we’re as ready as we 


can be” for any potential 
pandemic of influenza A 
(H1N1), with a draft re¬ 
sponse plan to be posted on¬ 
line at hrsb.ns.ca soon. 

“It’s expected schools are 
going to open and operate 
as they normally would,” 
Hadley said, adding the con¬ 
tingency plan could come 
into play “if the virus does 
start to impact significantly 
on our operations.” 

The Education Depart¬ 
ment has sent H1N1 infor¬ 
mation kits to schools across 


the province, which includes 
a letter that will be sent 
home to parents this week.

Parents fret over booster used in shots 


Canadians aren’t clamour¬ 
ing en masse for influenza 
A (H1N1, also known as 
swine flu) vaccine, a new 
poll suggests. 

The Canadian Press Har- 
ris-Decima poll also indi¬ 
cates some parents have 
concerns about allowing 
their children to have a 
vaccine that contains an 
adjuvant, a compound that 
boosts the impact of the 
vaccine and allows smaller 
doses to be used. 

Only about 45 per cent 
of respondents intend to 
get pandemic vaccine 
when the shots become 
available later in the fall, 
the poll found. An equal 


Findings 

• The findings are based on 
telephone interviews con¬ 
ducted between Aug. 20 
and Aug. 23. Just over 1,000 
Canadians were surveyed, 
giving the poll a margin of 
error of plus or minus 3.1 
percentage points, 19 times 
out of 20. 

percentage said they 
would not take the pan¬ 
demic shot. 

“I think the data show 
that there is an ambiva¬ 
lence in Canadians about 
the vaccine,” said Dr. Ku-

Two-thirds of Americans overweight 

Report calls on local governments to help build healthier communities 


Where you live matters 
when it comes to 
children’s waistlines, says 
a report that finds lots of 
options localities could 
and should use to fight 
child obesity — from easy 
bike paths, to luring 
healthier stores, to taxes 
on junk food. 

The report by the U.S. In¬ 
stitute of Medicine says lo¬ 
cal environments hugely in¬ 
fluence those choices — 
and it calls on city and 
county governments to 
make it easier for families 
to make healthier decisions. 

“In some communities, 


actually doing the healthy 
thing is not as easy as it 
might be in other places,” 
said Dr. Eduardo Sanchez, 
chief medical officer of Blue 
Cross and Blue Shield of 
Texas, who chaired the in¬ 
stitute’s report. 

Two-thirds of Americans 
are either overweight or 
obese, and childhood obesi¬ 
ty has tripled in the past 
three decades. 

Yesterday’s report was 
sparked because a local gov¬ 
ernment official asked an 
institute scientist what 
practical steps communities 
can take to do that. The re-

port offers a menu of sug¬ 
gestions and highlights how 
some communities are 
making them work. Among 
them: 

• Require chain restau¬ 
rants to post calorie counts. 
New York City is among a 
handful of cities that have 
begun this. 



• Use tax credits and oth¬ 
er incentives to attract su¬ 
permarkets to underserved 
neighbourhoods; offer 
grants to small stores to 
help them stock healthier 
items, and create communi¬ 
ty shuttle services or special 
bus routes to help residents 
reach supermarkets. 

• Build and maintain side¬ 
walks, bike paths, play¬ 
grounds and parks to allow 
safe and comfortable out¬ 
door activity.

California Firefighters set 
backfires and removed 
brush with bulldozers 
across a huge swath of 
Southern California forest 
yesterday to try to contain a 
492-square-kilometre wild¬ 
fire that has destroyed 53 
homes and threatened thou¬ 
sands more. 

The commander of the 
vast firefighting operation 
expressed a positive outlook 
for the first time in the 
week since the blaze erupt¬ 
ed in the Angeles National 
Forest north of Los Angeles 
and grew into a giant. 

“I’m feeling a lot more op¬ 
timistic today than I did yes¬ 
terday and the crews are do¬ 
ing fabulous work out there 
on the grounds but the bot¬ 
tom line is that they’re 
fighting for every foot,” said 
Mike Dietrich of the U.S.

Forest Service. Some 3,600 
firefighters were working 
across an 80-kilometre span 
to battle the blaze. 

“There’s action every¬ 
where,” California Gov. 
Arnold Schwarzenegger said 
as a thundering helicopter 
interrupted his news confer¬ 
ence at the scene of two oth¬ 
er wildfires burning in the 
inland region east of Los An¬ 
geles. The blaze threatened 
some 12,000 homes but had 
already done its worst to the 
suburban Tujunga Canyon 


neighbourhood, where resi¬ 
dents returned to their 
wrecked homes. 

About 2,000 people were 
chased from their homes as 
fire bosses said it could take 
weeks to contain the fire. 
Fire spokesman Paul Lowen- 
thal said yesterday that the 
blaze is expected to be fully 
surrounded Sept. 15. 

Authorities said five men 
and one woman refused sev¬ 
eral orders to evacuate a re¬ 
mote ranch in a canyon 
near Gold Creek. The Los 
Angeles County sheriff’s of¬ 
fice had initially said the 
people were trapped and 
could not be rescued. 

“When we tried to get 
them out, they said they’re 
fine, no problem, they 
didn’t want to leave,” said 
fire spokesman Larry Mari¬ 
nas.

Bizarre twist in Saudi assassination attempt 


saudi Arabia The wanted 
Saudi militant who attacked 
the kingdom’s anti-terror 
chief after pretending he

During the meeting, As¬ 
siri, who was on the coun¬ 
try’s most wanted list, told 
Mohammed that other Sau¬ 
di militants who had fled to 
Yemen following the king¬ 
dom’s fierce anti-terror cam¬ 
paign wanted to surrender, 


too, but were seeking safe 
passage. The statement said 
contact was made with one 
of the men in Yemen while 
Assiri was in the same room 
as the prince. 

“The explosion occurred 
during the phone call,” said 
the statement. “It led to the 
death of the wanted man.” 
Saudi TV showed bits of hu¬ 
man flesh, an arm and part 
of a torso of a man at the 
scene of the explosion. The 
prince was only slightly in¬ 
jured.

Following GM in market 
share were Ford, Toyota, 
Chrysler and Honda. 
Hyundai came in a close 
fifth after its sales jumped 
38.4 per cent. 

“Once again we see a Big 
Six rather than a Big Three 
emerging in the market in 
Canada with Detroit one, 
the government two, the 
Japanese two and the new 
kid on the block from Ko¬ 
rea,” auto analyst Dennis 
DesRosiers said.

Employers keeping or 
breaking promises made 
to employees has little 
to do with job 
satisfaction, according to 
a new study from the 
University of Toronto 
that challenges decades 
of research. 

“Basically, it’s ‘Show me 
the money,’” says Saman¬ 
tha Montes, who co-au- 
thored the report with 
Rotman School of Man¬ 
agement colleague David 


Zweig for the Journal of 
Applied Psychology. 

Previous research sug¬ 
gested what made for 
happy staff was when 
clear promises were made 
by employers and then de¬ 
livered. 

But Montes and Zweig 
found keeping the “psy¬ 
chological contract” had 
little effect on an employ¬ 
ee’s feelings for the or¬ 
ganization. 

“The findings overall 
suggest that promises 
don’t matter as much as 
we think they do, which 
is somewhat controver¬ 


sial,” says Montes. She 
thinks that’s not due to 
recent changes in the job 
market, but that “previ¬ 
ous information was mis¬ 
leading.” 

“I studied the concept 
of broken promises, and I 
studied it differently,” she 
says. Previously, breach of 
promise was seen as a gap 
between what employees 
think they are promised 
and what they get. 

“Unfortunately, what 
they’ve done in almost all 
of the previous research is 
ask people, ‘To what ex¬ 
tent has your organiza¬

That mixes promised in¬ 
ducements and delivered 
inducements, she says. 
The new research untan¬ 
gles the two issues. 

“My findings show 
promises don’t really 
come into peoples’ minds. 
All they seem to care 
about is whether they are 
getting the pay they want 
to be getting,” she says. 

“It’s not even as though 
people are saying, ‘How 
does what I get compare 
to what I expected to get?’ 
All I saw was that it came 
down to whatever the em¬ 
ployee referred to as the 
bottom line: Is this the 
amount of skill-develop¬ 
ment I want? Is this the 
pay that I want? Is this the 
amount of support I 
want? If it was, they were 
happy. If it wasn’t, then 
regardless of their expec¬ 
tations and promises, 
they weren’t going to be 
happy.” 

This can lead to per¬ 
plexed bosses, who are 
carefully delivering on 
promises, but not getting 
happy workers. 



Even if you meet em¬ 
ployee expectations, even 
if you fulfill the promises 
you make to employees, if 
the level of benefits is low 

— lower compen¬ 
sation, lower 
development 
opportunities, 
lower support 

— you’re

24. This is partly due to the

Northern light 

Canada-made Civic carrying torch of excellence

It’s amusing to hear our 
American friends going on 
about the importance of 
buying products made in 
the U.S.A. when one of 
their favourite cars is 
made by a foreign power 
— us. 

Yep, the Honda Civic 
sedan is just one of the ve¬ 
hicles made in Ontario at 
Honda’s production facili¬ 
ty in Alliston. 

The perennial top selling 
compact car in Canada and 
the U.S., the current genera¬ 
tion Civic blurs the line be¬ 
tween compact and mid¬ 
size because 2009 Civics

aren’t really all that small 
anymore. The Civic is 4.4- 
metres long with the pas¬ 
senger volume of 2,574 


litres. It may be considered 
compact on the outside, but 
it’s mid-size on the inside. 

There are no less than 
six different Civic models: 
four trim levels (DX, DX-G, 
Sport, EX-L) of the sedan, 
the sporty Si with a bigger 
2.0-litre engine that revs 
freely to an amazing 7,800 
rpm and the Hybrid that 
boasts fuel economy num¬ 
bers of 4.7L/100 1cm city 
and 4.3L/100 1cm highway. 

Tested here is the Sport 
that replaces last year’s LX 
model. The Sport features 
a leather wrapped steering 
wheel, black cloth interior 
with silver contrast stitch¬ 
ing and little things like a 
chrome exhaust tip and 
USB device connector. 



The Honda Civic has been one of 
Canada's favourite cars from the very 
first ones sold back in 1973. 


The shape of the Civic 
sedan, as well as the 
coupe, has now defined 
the Honda “family look” 
with a steeply raked front 
windshield that is part of a 
sweeping roofline that ac¬ 
tually starts at the nose 
then arches up and over in 
one curve to the rear deck. 
That is combined with a 
wide track and extremely 
short overhangs for a look 
that seems hewn out of 
one block. 


All Civics, including the 
Sport, have what Honda 
calls its Advanced Compati¬ 
bility Engineering (ACE) 
Body Structure. 

In a frontal crash, the en¬ 
ergy is dispersed through a 
network of load bearing 
structures in the front of 
the vehicle. To make it 
work, the front-end frame 
structure incorporates new 
upper and lower frame 
members to significantly 
enhance energy dispersion 


in a frontal collision. 

Power for the four main 
Civic sedans, including the 
Sport, is a 1.8-litre SOHC in¬ 
line four-cylinder producing 
140 hp and 128 lb/ft of 
torque. Standard transmis¬ 
sion is a five-speed manual 
with a five-speed automatic 
as an option. 

Fuel ratings for the manu¬ 
al are 7.4/5.4L/100 km 
city/highway and 

8.2/5.7L/100 km city/high¬ 
way for the automatic. 


GM’s got you covered, somehow 




s you ve no 
doubt heard, 
General Motors 
is transitioning 
into concentrat¬ 
ing on four core brands — 
Chevrolet, Buiclc, GMC, 
and Cadillac. 

That means the other 
four brands in its current 
portfolio — Pontiac, Saturn, 
Saab and Hummer — will 
soon be persona non core. 

If you’re a current own¬ 
er of one of those brands, 
or considering purchasing 
one, you might be asking 
where you go for service 
and warranty work, when 
GM takes its signs down at 
the end of the year? 

Fair question. 

The answer, however, is 
not straightforward, at 
least not at this time. 
There is still stuff in play. 

We don’t have anything of¬ 
ficial from GM as it didn’t get 
back to us before deadline, 
but we gleamed a few scenar¬ 
ios from talking to industry 
executives and dealers. 

First off, let’s confirm 
that you will have some¬ 
place to go — it’s the law. 


And if it weren’t the law, 
either GM or the entity 
that ultimately controls 
the brands in the future, 
would still be standing be¬ 
hind these products; other¬ 
wise it would just be busi¬ 
ness suicide. 

“No one is ever going to 
leave consumers high and 
dry,” says Moray Keith, who 
heads up a large GM dealer 
group based in Vancouver. 
“You’re going to be able to 
get parts and have that ve¬ 
hicle repaired for as long 
as you own the vehicle. GM 
has always done that... ” 

There is still some posi¬ 
tioning going on, as to who 
will own the soon-to-be ex- 
GM brands, and their re¬ 
spective stores in Canada, 
and that will affect where 
consumers go for warranty 
work. 

Pontiac is the most 
straightforward. GM is not 
selling the brand. So Ponti¬ 
ac customers simply go 
back to GM dealers. 

The Penslce group is try¬ 
ing to buy the Saturn deal¬ 
er chain in the U.S., and 
sell cars sourced from GM 
and others. Currently they 
have no plans for Canada. 

Until something develops 
on this front, Canadian Sat¬ 
urn owners would presum¬ 
ably be going to GM dealers 
for warranty work, or going 
to still-open former Saturn 
operations for non-warran¬ 
ty related items. 

Saab and Hummer own¬ 


ers would be in a similar po¬ 
sition. GM is in the process 
of selling Saab to a Swedish 
company. A Chinese firm 
wants Hummer. 

Any possible sale would 
determine who holds the 
warranty liability. In the 
meantime, assume GM is 
on the hoolc.So someone 
will have your back, we’re 
just not sure who. 

But you should also be 
aware that, when it comes 
to brand upheaval, there 
are shades of gray. 

“If you have a Pontiac 
that shares almost all of its 
components with a Chevy, 
you really don’t have to 
worry,” says George Iny of 
the Automobile Protection 
Association, a non-profit 
that promotes the interests 
of automotive consumers. 

But he’s not so sure about 
vehicles that have no North 
American GM twin, like the 
Australian-built Pontiac G8, 
the European-built Saabs, 
and the Saturn Astra, 
which is built in Belgium 
by a company (Opel) that 
GM has been told to sell. 

Not only will you possi¬ 
bly need to go to a GM deal¬ 
er who never serviced those 
vehicles prior to this, he al¬ 
so raises the spectre of 
“long term issues with 
parts pricing and parts 
availability.”

Every little girl dreams 
about the perfect wedding. 
The 250 hours it takes to 
plan one — not so much. 

“You’re looking at two to 
three years in advance for 
booking that really 
fabulous venue that every¬ 
body wants,” says Tracey 
Manailescu, vice-president 
of The Wedding Planners 
Institute of Canada. 

Her first piece of advice: 
book the ceremony first, 
then the venue. “Those are 
the two biggest things that 
have to get taken care of 
right away.” 

Then pretend like you’re 
putting together a puzzle. 
Start with a key piece and 
make sure the others fit. “If 
you want a particular band 
or photographer, book it 
and start to plan around 
them.” 

For the organizationally 
challenged or pressed-for- 
time, consider hiring a 
wedding planner. Those 
250 hours it takes to plan 
the perfect wedding can be 
knocked down to 50, 
according to Manailescu. 
“You’re not running 
around the city weeding 
people out. We’ve already 
done that legwork for you.”

Fifteen of China's famous 
terra cotta warriors are 
coming to Washington, 
D.C. in November for an 
exhibit at the National 
Geographic Museum. 

It’s the final U.S. venue 
for the extraordinary stat¬ 
ues, which have also been 
on display in Santa Ana, 
Calif., in Atlanta and in 
Houston. 

It’s also the only venue in 
the Northeast, and 33,000 
tickets for the show have al¬ 
ready been sold. Tickets are 


timed and dated and can be 
purchased online at war- 
riorsdc.org. Prices are $12 
U.S. for adults; $10 for sen¬ 
iors, students, military per¬ 
sonnel and National Geo¬ 
graphic members; and $6 
for children ages 2-12. 

The travelling exhibit, 
which was also previously 
at the British Museum, is 
said to be the largest collec¬ 
tion of the life-size figures 
to ever leave China. The 
warriors were first discov¬ 
ered in the 1970s in the 


tomb of Qin Shi Huang, 
who is considered the first 
emperor of a unified China 
and whose rule began in 
221 B.C. Nearly 1,000 fig¬ 
ures have been excavated, 
but experts believe that the 
tomb may contain as many 
as 7,000 of the statues. 

The travelling exhibit in¬ 
cludes soldiers, archers, ac¬ 
robats and animals, and 
100 sets of artifacts includ¬ 
ing armour, weapons and 
bronze vessels.

Crowley started the com¬ 
pany 22 years ago, after 
she went rafting for the 
first time, on the Maligne 
River in 1986. 

“The first time I rafted I 
had no idea of the power 
of moving water,” she said. 
“At different times of the 
year there’s more water or 
less water depending on 
the (glacial) melt. It’s al¬ 
ways a different ride.” 

There are runs for 
novices and first-timers 
along with more challeng¬ 
ing courses for eveiy level 
from intermediates to 
thrill-seeking daredevils. 

The boaters come main¬ 
ly from Alberta, B.C. and 
the rest of Canada, says 
Crowley. But one in four 
are from abroad: Ameri¬ 
cans, Brits, Germans, 
French and others looking 
for a bit of adventure. 
“There are lots of Euro¬ 
peans, particularly Ger¬ 
mans, because they like 
the wilderness and they’re 
crazy for mountains,” says 
Crowley. 

The No. 1 fear for first- 
timers? Falling in. “Every¬ 
body says ‘I can’t swim’ or 
something like that,” says 
Crowley. “It’s really infre¬ 
quent that anybody goes in 
the water, and even if you 
do you’re floating at the 
same speed as the raft, so 
you’re right there beside 
us and we just lean over 
and drag you in.” 

Anyone with aching pad- 
dler’s muscles can head 
east of the Jasper townsite 
and drive 17 kilometres on 
a winding road through a 
green hallway of towering 
trees in Fiddle Valley to Mi- 
ette Hot Springs.

snowmelt that drains

Families who have pre- 
teen to early-teen kids 
looking to splash and play 
around may want to look 
elsewhere — jumping into 
the pool, for instance, is 
immediately discouraged 
by the Tilley-hatted life¬ 
guards. 

One place where kids 
can splash and play is in 
the clear, blue-green wa¬ 
ters of Lake Annette, near 
Jasper Park Lodge just out¬ 
side the townsite. Here, in 
an area dubbed The Beach, 
there are picnickers, Fris- 
bee tossers, hikers and 
families building sandcas- 
tles at the shore. 

And to understand na¬ 
ture’s power, head south 
from the townsite to the 
thundering Sunwapta 
Falls, which were 8,000 
years in the making.

There you 
can stand in the limestone 
gorge and marvel at the 
roaring yin and yang of the 
forces that work continu¬ 
ously to cut and polish one 
of Canada’s true natural

Blue collar fun 


Mike Judge seeks workplace laughs in Extract

Although he’s more 
famous for creating such 
iconic animated television 
sitcoms as Beavis and 
Butt-Head and the long- 
running King of the Hill, 
filmmaker Mike Judge 
does have one cinematic 
treasure to his name — Of¬ 
fice Space. 

Having mastered the ec¬ 
centricities of the work¬ 
place in that 1999 comedy 
classic, Judge may soon sat¬ 
isfy those who’ve craved 
for his return to skewering 
office dynamics ever since. 
Admittedly, his new film, 
Extract, should’ve been 
made a lot sooner. 


“I started writing (Ex¬ 
tract) shortly after Office 
Space,” said Judge during a 
recent interview in Los An¬ 
geles. “I started writing it, 
got 50 pages in and (the 
scriptwriting) software I 
was using got cor¬ 
rupted and froze 
up including the 
version I saved 
... by the time I 
opened it up, I 
was like, ‘Nah, 
screw it.’” 

Ten years later, the 
comedy starring Jason 
Bateman as a bewildered 
owner of a floundering 
flavouring factory is set for 
release this Friday. Being 
described as a “blue collar” 
rendition of Office Space, 
in the film Judge again cap¬ 



tures the hilarious authen¬ 
ticity of the working envi¬ 
ronment. 

“I had so many jobs and I 
just think there’s a lot of 
material there,” said Judge 
about his interest in the 
workplace setting. 
“I just find this 
stuff kind of in¬ 
teresting and 
funny and not a 
lot of people are 
doing it.” 

But part of the 
success of Office 
Space (and perhaps Ex¬ 
tract) was also the adop¬ 
tion of certain lines and 
iconic moments into the 
Zeitgeist. Mention such 
things as the “O-face” or 
“Milton’s red stapler” to 
anyone who’s seen the

1999 cult hit and those 
gags have a whole new 
pop-cultural understand¬ 
ing. 

“At the premiere, (a 
friend) picked the oddest

geist. 

“You don’t plan those 
things; when you plan 


them, they don’t work so 
you just write the thing 
and those quotable lines - 
that’s up to the audience 
and they find them.

In acquiring Marvel En¬ 
tertainment Inc. this week 
for about $4 billion, Walt 
Disney Co. inherits a bevy 
of comic book characters 
whose histoiy is almost 
dramatic enough to de¬ 
serve a prequel of its own. 
And what could be a better 


ending than Hulk moving 
in with Donald Duck? 

Marvel Comics, now a 
subsidiaiy of Marvel Enter¬ 
tainment Inc., was found¬ 
ed in 1939, a year after Dis¬ 
ney released one of its 
biggest hits: Snow White 
and the Seven Dwarfs. 

Even Stan Lee, who 
would become an integral 
figure in Marvel’s histoiy 
and arguably its most pub¬ 


lic face, was a fan. 

“The first expensive 
book I bought by saving 
my pennies was called The 
Art of Walt Disney,” Lee 
said in an interview Mon¬ 
day. “I loved their car¬ 
toons: Pinocchio and Bam- 
bi and Snow White — all 
of them.” 

The first issue of Marvel 
Comics, released by Timely 
Publications, was pub¬ 


lished in October 1939 and 
included a now-classic 
character, the Human 
Torch. The issue sold for 10 
cents. 

The ’60s were a creative 
heyday for Marvel. It pub¬ 
lished hundreds of comic 
books with superhero sto¬ 
ries, including the intro¬ 
duction of the Fantastic 
Four. Lee created many of 
the characters, along with

Among them: Spider- 
Man, Iron Man, the X-Men, 
the Hulk and Thor. With 
more serious, detailed sto¬ 
rytelling, Marvel seized the 
comic book energy from 
DC Comics, which over the 
years has birthed Batman, 
Superman and many oth¬ 
ers. (DC has its own corpo¬ 
rate owner: Warner Bros., 
since 1969.) 

Marvel was sold in 1986 
to New World Entertain¬ 
ment and soon after was 
sold again to investor 
Ronald Perelman. Marvel’s 
current chief executive, 
Isaac (Ike) Perlmutter, 
snatched Marvel assets out 
of bankruptcy in 1998, out¬ 
manoeuvring Perelman 


and investor Carl Icahn. 

Marvel’s commercial 
boom arrived in the ’90s 
and the ’00s, when the 
rights to its famous charac¬ 
ters became highly prof¬ 
itable in video games, mer¬ 
chandising and block¬ 
buster movie adaptations. 
Marvel Studios was formed 
to co-produce films with 
other studios. 

The 86-year-old Lee, 
though, remains affiliated 
with Marvel and holds the 
title of “chairman emeri¬ 
tus.” His company, Pow! 
Entertainment, has its own 
deal with Disney that gives 
the studio the first look at 
new projects. Pow! has 
three films in the works 
with Disney.

In 1982 Disney’s 
blockbuster video game 
fantasy Tron was 
considered a neon-colored 
disaster, but today it’s a 
cult classic. 

The movie was truly 
ahead of its time and all 
the video game references, 
computer tech talk, and 
primitive CGI effects that 
alienated audiences al¬ 
most 30 years ago are now 
the backbone of pop cul¬ 
ture. 

Since audiences have fi¬ 
nally caught up with Tron, 
Disney has been quietly 
developing a sequel. They 
recently unveiled a trailer 
on the Internet showing 
that their new project will 
be a dark sci-fi action ad¬ 
venture. In other words, 
this ain’t your Daddy’s 
Tron. 

“Disney made the origi¬ 


nal movie in 1982 and if 
you saw it then or have 
even seen it now, it looks 
and feels unlike anything 
else,” Tron: Legacy produc¬ 
er Justin Springer said dur¬ 
ing the recent Fan Expo 
Canada 2009 in Toronto. 
He was there to screen 
footage and share some in¬ 
formation about the high¬ 
ly anticipated film. 

“What they achieved re¬ 
ally inspired us as film¬ 
makers and made us want 
to push and invent new 
technology to create some¬ 
thing equally impressive 
for 2010,” said Springer. 

The team in charge of 
Tron: Legacy has done 
everything they can to cre¬ 
ate a world that both hon¬ 
ours and expands on the 
original film. Springer and 
Disney brought in director 
Joseph Kosinslci to super¬ 
vise the update — a man 
with no feature film expe¬ 
rience. 

“Joe’s a commercial di¬ 


rector who has done some 
visually stunning and 
groundbreaking work,” 
Springer said. “He has a 
background in architec¬ 
ture and design and has 
used a lot of new digital 


technology in a way that 
makes it difficult to tell 
the difference between 
what’s CG and what’s re¬ 
al.” 

The footage Springer 
screened showcased a rain

1/4 tsp (1 ml) coarsely 
ground pepper 
1/4 tsp (1 ml) cayenne pep¬ 
per 

2 beef T-bone steaks

1. Coat grill rack with non¬ 
stick cooking spray before 
starting grill. In small 
bowl, combine steak 
sauce, thyme, pepper and 
cayenne.
